The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets Com- 
mission, under Sub-Section (1) of Section 11 of the 
Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952) 
read with Notification of the Government of India, 
Ministry of Commerce and Industry No. S.O. 1162 
dated the 4th May, 1960 has been obtained to the follow- 
ing amendments made to the cottonseed Bye-laws of 
the Saurashtra Oil & Oilseeds Association Ltd., Rajkot, 
the same having been previously placed on the Notice 
Board of the Exchange, pursuant to Section 11 of the 
said Act and Rule J 1 of the Forward Contracts (Regu- 
lation) Rules, 1954. 

In Cottonseed Bye-laws' : 

1. In Bye-law 128, — For the Cluuse (2), the following 
shall be substituted, namely; “( 2 ) There shall be 
no refractional allowances payable by the seller or 
receivable hv the buyer if refraction does not ex- 
ceed 6%>. If refraction exceeds 6% but is upto 
10%, the buyer shall be entitled to receive from the 
seller an allowance equivalent to the full value of 
refraction above 6 r /c. If refraction exceeds 
10% the buyer will be entitled to reject the 
goods." 

2. For Bye-law 144, the following Bye-law shall be 
substituted; namely; “144. The buyer shall deposit 
25 per cent of the price of the goods in the Ring 
Office on receipt of the Pucca delivery order. For 
the balance amount, both the buyer and the seller 


shall be entitled to make mutual arrangement but 
in the absence thereof, if the seller desires to give 
delivery only on receipt of the price of the goods, 
and if the buyer does not desire to pay the price 
to the seller before receipt of the goods to be deli- 
vered, the buyer shall deposit the balance amount 
of the price of the goods in the Ring Office and the 
seller sha'U thereupon deliver the goods. The seller 
shall then recover the price of the goods directly 
from the Ring Office. In case all kinds of allow- 
ances exceed 25 per cent of the price of the goods, 
the seller shall pay to the buyer the amount due.” 

3. In the " TERMS OF CONTRACT FOR COTTON- 
SEED ", — In clause 7, for sub-clause (b), the fol- 
lowing sub-clause shall be substituted, namely; (b) 
There shall be no refractional allowances payable 
by the seller or receivable by the buyer if refrac- 
tion does not exceed 6%. If refraction exceeds 
6% but is upto 10%, the buyer shall be entitled to 
receive from the seller an allowance equivalent to 
the full value of refraction above 6%. If refrac- 
tion exceeds 10% the buyer will be entitled to 
reject the goods.” 

4. After Bye-law 292, the following Bye-law shall be 
inserted as Bye-law 293, namely “293. The amend- 
ments to Bye-laws 128, 144 and Clause 7(b) of 
the Terms of Contract for Cottonseed shall apply 
to May, 1965 and subsequent contracts in Cotton- 
seed.”
